BELGIAN REPORT LAYS NEW

“Massacre at Tamines,’” “Sack of 
Dinant,” and “Outrages in Lux- 
embourg’”’ Described. 

LONDON, Nov. 20.—The Belgian com- 
mission of inquiry into alleged German 
violation of the laws and customs of war 
has issued another lengthy report, which 
ie published today by the British official 

It covers what is described as the “‘ mas- 
sacre at Tamines,”’ “‘ the sack of Dinant,” 
and the “ outrages in the province of Bel- 
gian Larxxermmbourg.” The report saysthat 
over 660 persons were shot by the Ger- 
mans in the village of Tamines. 

Referring in detail to this alleged mas- 
gsacre the report describes how a group 
of between 400 and 450 men were col- 
lected in front of the village church. As 
shooting them down with rifles proved too

U. S. HAS NEW AIR-WAR GUN. 


Trenches; Area Is Flooded; 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) 

LONDON, Nov. 20.—Terrible suffering 
of the men in the trenches in West Filan- 
ders overshadows the fighting going on 
there. The advent of damp and bittur 
cold weather, with the disease and priva- 
tions incident to its coming, promises to 
make this part of the war area a scene of 
terror hard to describe. 

Despite the lack of heavy fighting and 
the inability of either side to gain any 
real advantage, it was learned here to- 
day that the Germans are planning to 
cross the inundated country by scientific 
methods. 

Large bodies of German engineers have 
been passing toward the front, a report 
from Bruges says. They are moving 
proper equipment for pontoon bridges and 
trestle work. 


Flanders’ Conditions Awfuk 

The Bruges dispatch tells of the terrible 
conditions in the vicinity of Nieuport. 
The western srow storm continues and 
the waters of the North sea are sweeping 
inland through the six big locks at Nieu- 
port. 

The Germans on Nov. 18 attempted a 
raid on these locks, which are built tn a 
semicircle. The attack, which was con- 
ducted in a number of armed automobiles, 
was repulsed. 

The fortifications which have been con- 
structed all through West Flanders for 
use in case of an eventual German re- 
treat evidently now are completed, for 
the troops employed in their construction 
have all returned to the front. 


Kaiser Using Landsturm. 

According to the French official com- 
munication issued tonight “‘ there is no 
important incident to report.’’ 

The text of the communication follows: 

“ The day of Nov. 19 was marked by the 
almost total absence of infantry attacks 
on the part of the enemy; at the same 
time their artillery fire was much les¢ 
violent than on the afternoon of Nov. 18. 

“To the north the weather has been. 
bad and snow has fallen. All the region 
of the Yser canal to the east of Dixmude 
is invaded by the waters. 

“In front of Ramscapelle we have with- 
drawn from the water two 16.5 centimeter 
mortars abandoned by the Germane. 
There has been a fairly intense artillery 
fire to the south of Ypres. 

“On the center there have been no im- 
portant actions to report. Inthe Argonne 
three vigorous attacks on the part of the 
enemy's infantry have been repulsed. 

“On our might wing the Germans have 
reoccupied the destroyed section of 
Chauvincourt. Farther to the east we 
have made some progress.” 


Germans Repulse French. 

BERLIN, Nov. 20.—The German troops 
have repulsed a French attack in the 
neighborhood of Verdun, in France, ac- 
cording to an official communication ig 
sued today by the German general army 
headquarters. 

The text of the official statement reads: 

“In West Flanders and in North 
France no appreciable change in the situ- 
ation has taken place. 

"Heavy raing and snows which first 

soaked and then partly froze the ground 
have made our movement difficult. A 
French attack at Combre, to the south- 
east of Verdun, was repulsed.” 
- Reports received today from Holland 
are. to the effect that in the fighting near 
Bixechoote and Dixmude the French lost 
20,000 men and that 1,500 British were 
drowned in the Yser canal. 


“ALL FOR GERMANY,” STAND 
OF MME. SCHUMANN-HEINK. 


Opera Singer Admits Writing Pro- 
German Letter and Sending 
Money for Use of Destitute. 


New York, Nov. 20.—{Special.}—Mme. 
Schumann-Hqink admitted today that 
she wrote a pro-German letter published 
over her signature in the Berlin Tage- 
blatt. : 

“I have been here for sixteen years 
and am a loyal American,’’ she said, “‘ but 
blood is thicker than water. Half of my 
family already has falleg in this war. I 
am a daughter of a military household. 
My father was an officer in the Austrian 
army, and those of my relatives who are 
yet alive are still in the army fighting. 
One of my sons here ig in the Unijed 
States army. You see where my feeling 
takes root.” 

She said she had sent money abroad and 
would send more “ for the poor, for those 
whose men have been killed, for those 
who cannot beg, who are destitute, but 
whose position will not allow them te 
become beggars.’’

Stops Sending Foes Money. 

The attorney general, Sir John A. 
Simon, introduced an interesting amend- 
ment to the act covering trading with the 
enemy. He said his aim was to stop the

transmission of money or credits which 
would be advantageous to the enemy. 

Everybody holding property in trust, 
such as dividends, profits, etc., belonging 
to enemies of the empire in Germany, 
Austria, and Turkey, would henceforth 
be required, under penalty, to pay these 
profits to a public trustee. 

The attorney general explained that 
indiscriminate confiscation was not in- 
tended.

If you want a réally good book for an 
hou: by the fireplace—or is it.the radia- 
tor?—dip into ‘‘ BELSHAZZAR COURT,” 
the subtitle of which quaintly is ‘‘ Village

The faiths and ideals of the Rus- 
sians and the Japanese are not those of 
the British. To be subject to them 
would be no illusion.

The meaning .f Russia’s enormous 
growth is not tgnered. The Joss of the 
war with Japan we8 insignificant.

Mr. Kennedy quotes at length Mahan's 
reasons why the Japanese should not be 
allowed to settle in Pan-Angle coun- 
tries, but’ he holds that those ‘‘ form the 
best ‘of © reasons why the Pan-Angles 
should not allow themselves to occupy a 
position’ wheré Japan could demand of 
them this privilege for {ts subjects. He 
next considers Germany's growth, isola- 
tion, and needs. If Germany is to take 
lands from the Pan-Angles, he says, 
“common sense suggests that such land 
should not be ours."’ If she demanded 
them the British should be in a position 
to refuse. ‘* We could not expect the 
Germans to starve themselves or their 
children or even to reduce their standard 
of living out of respect for claims which 
we could: no longer. uphold.” 

With the British fleet being sent to the 
bottom piecemeal these words have deep 
significance.

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“To prevent a confilct with Germany 


should be not merely a matter of pah-

ness.”. Japan and Russia have been grow- 
ing unmolested, while Germany and 
Great Britain have been. building up their 
navies. 

As to federation, Mr. Kenmedy says it 
can be accemplished (1) by a combination 
of the seven pan-Anglo nations directly 
as seven independent units; or (2) by 
the combination of the United States and 
the Britannic federatiom, after this latter 
has been formed.

AMen, he says, are working all over the 
Britannic world for a closer union, to 
create a political entity, able by the de- 
termination of its representatives to 
sewing the whole of its strength at once 
against any foe. Their plans range from 
a scheme of representation in the parlia- 
ment at Londom through schemes for an 
alfance of‘the six nations with a capital 
outside the British isles, to a definite 
federation including a new Britannic 
parliament to be constituted of the repre- 
sentatives from each of the six nations.

“THEY WHO QUESTION,” by .an 
anonymous author, is a story more than 
passing strange. It has a strong religious 
tendiency, yet advances no new theories 
and proves in nowige conclusive. All un- 
answered remain its queries as to the jus- 
tice and mercy of a God who permits un- 
merited misery and pain; aleo as to the 
reason for disease and death, inherited in- 
curable maladies like insanity, for the 
miscarriage of justice, for. unredressed 
wrongs and unpunished crimes. 

The story, while well written, ts lugu- 
brious in the extreme. Its chief charac- 
ter, the heiress of a fine old English es- 
tate, ia@an unforceful mystic whose early 
pesire to enter a sisterhood is frustrated 
by marriage with a wealthy nobleman of 
artistic temperament who devotes his en- 
ergies to the decoration of old cathedrals.

LIVING WAGE $1,200 A YEAR. 


New York Bureau Which Fixes 
Salaries in Municipal Departments 
‘Establishes Minimum Stipend. 


New York, Nov. 20—The bureau of 
standards of the board of estimate, which 
fixes alt salaries in municipal depart- 
mente, has decided that $1,200 a year is the 
living wage in New York City. In a 
report yesterday to the board of alder- 
men the bureau stated that the $1,200 a 
year salary is taken as the baeis for what

He advocated a saving of expenditures 
without a decrease in governmental effi- 
ciency, appointment of an economy and 
efficiency commission similar to the dis- 
carded commission during his own ad- 
ministration, giving of all the privileges 
of the floor of congress, except voting, 
to the members of the cabinet, and es- 
tablishment of a budget, prepared by the 
president and his cabinet, for which the 
president must stand responsible. 

Mr. Taft also urged a central bureau 
directly responsible to the president, 
which would include the departments of 
auditing and accounting and of the con- 
troller, standardization of work in all de- 
partments of the government, and elimi- 
nation of official berths occupied by poli- 
ticlans appointed to office as a payment 
for political debt, 


Wants National Budget. 

“It is of greater importance that we 
have a budget,” Mr. Taft said, “and 
congress ought to have the benefit of it. 
There isn't any reason why we can’t 
make the executive responsible for the 
budget. The executive can eliminate the 
duplications and the overlaps. 

“ Congress should give to the cabinet 
the right of the floor. It could then get 
an intelligible statement regarding ex- 
penditures and income and there would 
be a united effort of the executive de- 
partment and the legislative department 
to determine what the expenditures ought 
to be.”

Memphis, Tenn., Nov. 20.—[(Special.]~ 
Business men representing seventeen 
states today formed definite pians for 
building up commerce between the seo- 
tion bounded by the Rocky and Appe- 
lachian mountains and Latin America. 
The plans outlined by the delegates te 
the Mississippi Valley Trade conference, 
which concluded its two day seasion to- 
day, removed the obstacles which have 
prevented the small manufacturer and « 
good many large ones from entering for- 
eign commerce. 
The plan was embodied tn resolutions, 
which were adopted unanimously by the 
103 delegates. Committees wil] start to 
work to carry out the plan within ten 
days. 


Recommendations of Conference. 
The recommendations of the conference 
follow: 


That the federal reserve board be 
requested to authorize the federal re- 
serve banks serving this territory te 
join in establishing branches in Cen- 
tral and South America, Mexico, and 
the West Indies. 

That the manufacturing, commer 
cial, investment, and banking inter- 
eats organize a banking corporation to 
codperate with business interests and 
the branches of the federal reserve 
banks in promoting commerce, af- 
fording opportuniities for investment 
and the exchange of credits between 
the different countries. 

That a codperative trading com- 
pany be formed ta encourage and fos- 
ter trade between the Mississippi val- 
ley and central west and Central and 
South America, Mexico, and the West 
Indies. 

That congress be urged to enact 
maritime legislation placing Ameri- 
can ship owners on a basis more near- 
ly equal to those of competing na- 
tions. 

That congress be urged to provide 

| adequate continuing appropriations 
| for the development of the navigabil- 
ity of the Mississippi river and its trib- 
utaries as a central station of national 
water trade routes. 
Eaward EB. Gore, vice president of the 
| Chicago Association of Commerce, who 
/was chairman of the conference, will ap- 
point the committees which are to work 
out the details of the plan within ten days. 
An executive committee of seven also will 
be appointed by Mr. Gore, which will have 
charge of the committees and supervise 
the developments. 


Tariff Commission Urged. 

At the, conclusion of the reading of the 
recommendations of the resolutione com- 
mittee thé delegates heard a Democratic 
assistant secretary of commerce urge a 
nonpartisan tariff commission in opposi- 
tion to a Democratic congreesman from 
Tennessee. 

The argument followed the imtroduc- 
tion by BE. B. Swadener of the Chicago 
Association of Commerce of an addi- 
tional clause to the resolutions urging 
congress to pass a law providing for a 
ponpartisan tariff commission. Mr. 
Swadener had no more than finished his 
resolution when Congressman K. B, Me- 
Kellar of Memphis jumped to his feet. A 
dogen other southern delegates were up. 
Then a group from the north were on their 
feet. 

“ This is a political question and should 
not be raised by business men,” Con- 
gressman McKellar said sharply. “ It te 
the duty of the house of representatives to 
levy taxes. How could @ nonpartiean 
board tell the house how much, money they 
want to get in?’ — 

“ Congress has a lot of other things it 
might do,"" Mr. Swadener replied. 


Sweet Enters Discussion. 

Then Assistant Secretary of Commerce 
Sweet, who was formerly a representative 
from Michigan. arose.

BUT KEEPS WORD 


A. N. Brady, Wouldn’t Back 
Out, Appraisal of His 
Estate Shows. 


LOST $3,000,000 OF IT. 


Albany, N. Y., Nov. 20.—[{Special. }—An 
inspection today of the papers filed in 
the Surrogate’s office here in connection 
with the appreisal of the estate <f 
Anthony N. Brady, together with the 
testimony taken by Appraiser Charles 
M. Friend, discioses that not all of the 
securities acquired by the financier were 
gilt edge. 

Many of the companies in which he 
held thousands of shares of stock hav« 
disappeared and the experts engaged in 
the appraisal could find no record of 
them. 

The testimony also contains tributes 
by Mr. Brady's associates and acquaint- 
ances as to his business methods, espe- 
clally as to his habit of finishing anything 
he started. This referred particularly to 
Mr. Bracy’s Chattanooga and Tennessee 
River Power company, organized by him 
to build a power plant in the Chattanooga 
river at Hale's bar to provide power for 
the city of Chattanooga. 


Cost $6,000,000, Worth $2,500,000, 
Work on the construction of the plant 


mated cost wae less than $1,000,000, and 
the plant was to be ready for business in 
two years. The project has already cost 
Mr. Brady and his estate more than 
$6,000,000, and one of the witnesses testi- 
fied that whan completed the plait will 
not be worth more than §2,500,000. 

His son, Nicholas F. Brady, has a fifth 
interest in the plant, and the amount 
charged against him for his share of the 
construction expense is $1,893,914. 

Appraiser Friend fixed the value of An- 
thony N. Brady’s interest in the company 
at $8,200,000, In view of the testimony that 
the company will make money if it getea 
sufficient number of customers to use its 


power. 


_ Brady Was Double Crossed. 
Mr. Brady's purpose in organizing the 
power company was related by Thomas 
B. Murray, vice president of the New 
York Edison company, an engineer who 
was familiar with the Chattanooga river 
project. He testified that there can never 
be a proper return on the investment be- 
cause unforeseen difficulties were encoun- 
tered in constructing the dam which 
trebled the cost. 

“Mr. Brady hed contracted, to build 
this plant, and he was a man who never 
started anything he didn’t finish,” saica 
Mr. Murray. “I don’t think anybody 
else in the world who started this plant 
would have finished it but Mr. Brady. 
“One reason he went into the Chatta- 
nooga was that verbally he had pur- 
chased the plant of the Chattanooga Rail- 
road and Light company; and people with 
whom he hac made arrangements doubile- 
crossed him over night and he had to go 
ahead with that property, though he 
faced the prospect of losing not only the 
$3,000,000 or more he actually has lost, 
but, in fact, the entire $6,000,000."
